Crash memories still linger

At 18 years old, Joanne 
Surowitz was assessing her 
options. 

The Michigan State 
University student was con¬ 
sidering a career in teaching 
and was preparing to return 
to college before a short visit 
to California to visit her fami¬ 
ly, which had recently relocat¬ 
ed from Michigaa 

It was Aug. 16, 1987, and 
Surowitz was scheduled to 
board a Continental Airlines 
flight from Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport to go 
west But she was informed 
there was a problem with that 
flight Surowitz later boarded 
Northwest Flight 255. 

Surowitz - along with 155 
passengers and crew of the ill- 
fated flight - perished at 8:46 
p.m., when the McConnell- 
Douglas DC-10 crashed short¬ 
ly after takeoff at the comer of 
Middlebelt Road and 


Interstate 94. 

On Thursday night, 
Surowitz’ family joined count¬ 
less other mourners on a quiet 
hill to mark the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the crash as airplanes 
whirred by. 

The families, joined by res¬ 
cue workers who worked that 
night, gathered at a black 
granite memorial that marks 
the spot where the aircraft 
crashed. 

“It doesn’t get any easier. 
Our family thinks about what 
happened to Joanne all of the 
time,” said Paul Friedman, 
Surowitz’ uncle. “She was a 
beautiful, caring person. She 
was just full of life.” 

FYiedman still remembers 
the chaos that ensued after he 
learned there had been a 
plane crash at the airport He 
was concerned - but there 
was confusion. After all, his 
niece was scheduled to fly on 
Continental. 

“(Airport officials) didn’t 
say anything to us for so long,” 


he said. “We were told to leave 
the airport, and some people 
did—but we didn’t When we 
were told Joanne was on the 
flight, it was devastating.” 

The crew and passengers 
of Flight 255 were generally 
young - 28 of the victims were 
18 years old or younger Mary 
Ann Ratliff, whose 16-year-old 
daughter, Hidi Ja Ratliff, was 
on the flight to make her way 
back to California, was on a 
layover at Metro after a visit 
with her father in Toldeo, 
Ohio. 

“I come here every year,” 
she said. “It does help me to 
come back here because it’s 
one way to honor my daugh¬ 
ter’s memory.” 

During the memorial, the 
name of each victim was read 
aloud by the Rev. Jim Weiging 
of Our Lady of Lourdes in 
River Rouge. Weiging read 
the names against the back¬ 
drop of the memorial, which

Men face murder charges Aug. 27

The teens accused of shoot¬ 
ing an unarmed man during a 
game of basketball in March 
will have their day in court 
Monday. 

Brandon Burkett, 18, of 
Taylor, and Jamal Sam, 17, of 
Romulus, will face trial on first- 
degree murder charges at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit They are charged in 


the shooting death of 21-year- 
old Aaron McAdoo, of 
Belleville. 

Another man, 17-year-old 
Anthony Harris, is charged 
with a felony count of accessory 
after the fact to murder for 
allegedly hiding the weapon 
used in the shooting. 

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Steve Taratuta con¬ 
firmed that no plea arrange¬ 
ments have been made with 
the men. The case will be 


heard in the courtroom of 
Judge James Callahan. 

The events that led to the 
charges against Burkett and 
Sam unfolded on March 26, 
shortly after McAdoo met 
friends at the Sky Harbor 
Apartments on Eureka Road 
and Brandt Avenue to play bas¬ 
ketball with some friends. 

The problems stalled after a 
fight occurred between two

Scores for the Michigan Merit 
Exam (MME) were not what 
Romulus Community Schools offi¬ 
cials would like to have seen, but 
officials hope the results provide a 
basis for improving the scores in the 
future. 

Superintendent of Schools Carl 
Weiss acknowledged the MME 
posed significant challenges for high 
school students in English Language 
Arts and writing, but said changes in 
the way the test is administered and 
the introduction of the ACT will pro¬ 
vide educators with a place from 
which to assess what students are 
learning, and what they’re not 

“It’s going to take three years to 
see the impact the changes made in 
the test have on students,” he said. 
“We’re taking the results as a base 
for the future - of course we’d like to 
see 100 percent of our students pass¬ 
ing the test The scores are down 
from last year, but the upside is that 
more students than ever will receive 
a Michigan Merit Award.” 

The test, which replaced the 
Michigan Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP) test for juniors 
when it was introduced last spring, 
combines examinations in math, 
reading, science, social studies, writ¬ 
ing and English language arts with 
the ACT, a test that many colleges 
and universities use as a factor for 
admissions. 

Test scores are also part of a 
financial award program students 
can enjoy if they are able to meet 
requirements laid out by federal 
and state law - currently, students 
who pass the test are given a $4,000 
scholarship to help defray the costs 
of college. 

Merit exam results were released 
late last week by the Michigan 
Department of Education for 
Romulus High School: 

Math: 84 of 264 students tested 
met or exceeded current state per¬ 
formance requirements; 

Reading: 111 of 264 students test¬ 
ed met or exceeded current state 
perforce requirements; 

Science: 108 of 263 students test¬ 
ed met or exceeded current state 
performance requirements; 

Social Studies: 201 of 258 stu¬ 
dents tested met or exceeded cur¬ 
rent state performance require-

ments; 

Writing: 86 of 256 students test¬ 
ed met or exceeded current state 
performance requirements; and 

English Language Arts: 99 of 
256 students tested met or 
exceeded current state perfor¬ 
mance requirements. 

Weiss, who took the helm of 
the school district about two years 
ago, said he believes current pro¬

City, officer settle racial lawsuit

A lawsuit filed by a Hispanic 
Inkster police lieutenant against 
the city for racial discrimination 
in 2004 has been settled. 

According to a statement 
released by FVed Hill, the city lia¬ 
bility insurer and risk manager, a 
settlement was reached in the 
case, which resulted in a more 
than $400,000 verdict against the 
city. 

“After initial consultation with 
legal counsel and on the advice of 
the city liability insurer, which 
had financial exposure to the 
lawsuit, the case has been 
resolved,” said a statement from 
Hill. “The lawsuit will be dis¬ 
missed without any admission of 
liability on the part of the city, it’s 
officers, employees, or council 
members.” 

James K. Fett, the Pinckney- 
based attorney that represents 
Diaz, did not comment about the 
settlement Diaz, when reached 
Tuesday, also declined to com¬ 
ment 

The terms of the settlement, 
and whether there’s a confiden- 


tiality clause attached to the 
agreement are unclear The city’s 
attorney, Michael Weaver of the 
firm Plunkett & Cooney, did not 
return a call seeking comment by 
deadline Tuesday. 

The agreement comes after a 
difficult road for the plaintiff and 
the city. 

Diaz, 40, has worked for the 
city for 18 years. He filed the law¬ 
suit against the city in federal 
court in October 2004 claiming 
that preferential treatment was 
given to black job applicants in 
terms of hiring and promotions. 
He applied for the job of chief of 
police in 2003, commander in 
2004, and deputy chief in 2006. 

In a taped deposition, former 
City Manager Robert Gordon 
admitted to seeking out a black 
Ann Arbor patrolman who used 
to work for city to apply for the 
job before another applicant was 
hired, however 

Diaz had already moved up 
the ranks to lieutenant at the 
time the patrolman was 
approached. 

Gordon also admitted race 
was a key factor in the city’s 
choice of a chief in 2003 in the 


deposition. 

The jury found on Feb. 14 of 
this year that the city discriminat¬ 
ed against Diaz. A claim of retali¬ 
ation because of the lawsuit was 
not proven. A $224799jury award 
was entered. 

The city asked for a new trial 
shortly after the Feb. 14 verdict 
claiming that Inkster was a city 
that was 70 percent black, and 
the jurors were Caucasian. Judge 
Bernard Friedman rejected the 
request and said, in a written 
opinion, no systematic exclusion 
of blacks took place during the 
selection process. 

In a separate hearing this year, 
Friedman ruled the city must 
cover $124,609.50 in attorney’s 
fees and $4,878 in costs incurred 
by Diaz. An earlier ruling that 
denied the plaintiff $48,296 in 
interest on the verdict was also 
overturned by FYiedman, bring¬ 
ing the judgment amount to 
slightly more than $400,000. 

The appeal filed by the city 
will be dismissed as a result of 
the latest agreement 
' City Manager Joyce Parker 
was out of town and unavailable 
for comment Tuesday.

groups of young men, few of 
whom were known to the victim, 
according to police reports. 

McAdoo arrived at the apart¬ 
ment complex after the fight, 
and had no idea that any unrest 
had occurred, witnesses said. 

At a pre-trial hearing in May 
at the 34th District Court in 
Romulus, Clarence Stewart tes¬ 
tified that he saw a Dodge 
Charger pass by the area where 


he and McAdoo were playing 
basketball. He said the vehicle 
turned around, and that he saw 
a handgun emerge from a par¬ 
tially opened window on the 
passenger’s side of the vehicle. 

After several shots were 
fired, McAdoo was struck in the 
head. 

Police detectives testified 
that witness information given 
to police led to the arrests of 
Burkett, who they say was the 
driver of the car, and Sam, who 
fired the shots. 

Harris was charged as an 
accessory because he agreed to 


hide the gun. The accessory 
charge is punishable by up to 
four years in prison. 

If convicted, Burkett and Sam 
face life in prison without the 
possibility of parole. 

McAdoo was working at his 
mother’s temporary employ¬ 
ment agency and was scheduled 
to start an electrician’s appren¬ 
tice program at the time of his 
death. He was a graduate of 
Romulus High School. 

McAdoo’s mother, Bridget 
McAdoo, said her son did not 
know the men now charged in 
his death.

was covered in flowers, photos, 
and written messages left by 
loved ones. 

He said he was on-site in 1987 
to provide spiritual counsel, and 
has tried to help the families for 
the past 20 years. 

“I’ve never seen anything like 
what I saw on the night of the 
crash,” he said. “It was pure pan¬ 
demonium.” 


In his remarks, Weiging recog¬ 
nized Cecilia Cichan, the only 
survivor of the crash. She did not 
attend the ceremony. 

He said the tone at the memo¬ 
rials has changed, but that one 
thing remains the same: There’s 
a strong sense of grief. 

“Time does help, but I don’t 
think it ever goes away for the 
families,” he said. 

Shirley Friedman, Joanne 
Surowitz’ grandmother, said 
coming to the memorial helps 
her keep her granddaughter’s 
memory alive. 


“It’s important to not forget,” 
she said. ‘Joanne was a special 
persoa” 

The crash of Flight 255 was 
considered the second-worst air 
crash in the United States at the 
time. Families who lost a loved 
one in the crash lobbied hard for 
changes in how airports and air¬ 
lines deal with family members 
when a crash occurs. 

Because of that advocacy, vic¬ 
tims’ families must be told who 
was on the flight, and must be 
given access to information soon¬

Do more than talk 

At the Wayne 2020 Committee meeting last night, the committee was 
to discuss a number of things important to the downtown area—and the 
community as a whole. 

In an effort to spur additional downtown development and econom¬ 
ic revitalization, the committee will discuss a resolution to force the city 
council to get back to basics. 

The outcome of that meeting wasn’t known at press time, but we like 
the effort 

The resolution seeks to put the council on record by formally declar¬ 
ing its desire to make downtown revitalization a priority. 

It mentions continued efforts to implement the recommendations of 
the Andrews University study, the creation of a downtown overlay dis¬ 
trict, continued vigilance on blight and the continuation of the public 
art program started on the side of the State Wayne Theater 

The city has made some progress on these areas. The mural won 
approval, but it took longer than was necessary. The city has acted on 
the Andrews plan, but only to implement on-street parking within in 
some areas of the downtown district They continue to be ahead of the 
curve on the elimination of blight, although the City of Inkster is hot on 
their proverbial heels with their plan to demolish about 90 vacant and 
dilapidated homes in the next two years. 

Believe it or not, this might be a controversial thing for the council. 
It’s unlikely that any one of them would say they’re opposed to down¬ 
town revitalization. They might even be offended and having to put 
such a basic concept in the form of a resolution. 

So what 

There’s more to promoting downtown revitalization than agreeing to 
whatever comes across the dais. The city spent money on the Andrews 
plan and owes it to the public to make good on the investment A down¬ 
town zoning overlay district will help bring that to fruition and stop the 
recent trend in replacing retail space with non-retail uses. 

The resolution would also be a shot in the arm for the downtown art 
project It’s one thing to allow one project to take place, another to com¬ 
mit to a series of them, and it’s silly to use something like budget con¬ 
cerns as an escape route given how much funding should be available 
through the Downtown Development Authority (DDA). 

What will the council make of this resolution? That remains to be 
seen. We think they should give it serious consideration, though, and 
not remand it to some shelf if and when it is approved. These are things 
that require near constant attention and a full-fledged commitment 

Time for state to step up 

Last week, results of the Michigan Merit Exam showed that—for 
the most part—school districts are doing what they’re supposed to do. 

Students met or exceeded national standards, with the somewhat 
troubling exception of writing. 

It shows that districts are doing their best to make good on their 
commitment to our children. 

Now it’s time for the state to do its part 

It’s an appropriate time to talk about school funding, too. School 
districts are about to open their doors on a new school year and, in 
many cases, they don’t know the funding levels they’ll receive. 

At the same time, state lawmakers are preparing for their next 
budget year, when they will in theory make good on the promise of 
investing in Michigan’s future. 

To us, that means the school system. 

There is an interesting duality here. Legislators have kept school 
funding at generally the same levels in recent years—providing small

Sure there are some vacancies and a 
struggling business community—but you get that 
anywhere. You’ll find vacancies in downtown 
Plymouth and downtown Northville, too. We might 
not be as proactive as other communities in dealing 
with thaf but sometimes change is slow to come by. 


They’ll also show a lot of good 
work, too. The Michigan Avenue 
work will greatly improve the 
look of the downtown. I’m a personal fan of the 
mural project, which I hope will develop into an 
ongoing public art project that will give the city its 
own unique identify. 

Perhaps they’ll talk about the ongoing attempts to 
restore the Historic Wayne Theater, too—that would 
make an interesting segment on its own right 

They’ll of course highlight the festival grounds, 
too. There might not be a lot going on at that time of 
day, but the fact that the festival is there and being 
embraced by the community is a pretty positive 
thing in itself. Some might question the need for 
such a thing—or the wisdom in putting it on—at a 
time when the city fund balance is at a precariously 
low level, when the economy is in the tank and so oa 
I think that’s the most important time to do it, to give 
people something to feel upbeat about and remind 
them that good times will return. 

That’s the overlying theme of the weekend: the 
sense of community. Hopefully they will talk about 
how everyone has come together to promote these 
projects and other important ones—like the devel¬ 
opment of the Boundless Playground at Soroptomist 
Park, which will happen through donations and 
sweat equity, not tax dollars. 

That’s what I hope people will take from the 
broadcast It doesn’t matter what the economy is 
like, Wayne is still a great place to live.

For the past two years, I’ve written in these 
pages about the goings on in and around Canton 
Township (and, for a short period sometime prior to 
that in and around Plymouth Township).

Holiday traffic enforcement to be increased 


The Mother’s Against Drunk 
Driving (MADD) group is partner¬ 
ing with law enforcement officials 
for Labor Day weekend. This area 
effort is a part of a national drunk 
driving crackdown: Drunk Driving 
Over the Limit. Under Arrest, 
which is sponsored by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration in partnership 
with MADD and the Governors’ 
Highway Safety Association. 

Now through Labor Day, law 
enforcement in Wayne County will 
be out in full force conducting sat¬ 
uration patrols. 

On average, one person dies 
every 31 minutes in an alcohol- 
related crash. In Michigan, 370 
people died due to drunk driving 
in 2006. Unfortunately, the prob¬ 
lem is not getting better because of 


public complacency, according to 
Ne’chole McClendon of MADD 
Wayne County. 

“The grim reality is that you, 
your family or someone you know 
will likely be impacted by the 
tragedy of chunk driving,” she said. 

MADD is partnering with law 
enforcement officials this Labor 
Day to reduce the number of 
deaths and injuries caused by 
drunk driving, the nation’s most 
frequently committed violent 
crime. The efforts are part of the 
largest-ever national crackdown 
on drunk driving, which will com¬ 
bine an $11 million advertising 
campaign with the mobilization of 
tens of thousands of law enforce¬ 
ment officers across the country, 
officials said. 

“Because drunk drivers endan¬ 


ger the lives of innocent people, 
law enforcement has no choice but 
to go into overdrive to protect the 
community,” said Wayne County 
Sheriff Warren C. Evans “The bot¬ 
tom line is if you booze it up and 
get behind the wheel, you will be 
arrested and locked up.” 

The model being employed for 
this crackdown has proven to be 
effective. Research has shown that 
highly publicized, highly visible, 
frequent sobriety checkpoints and 
saturation patrols reduce fatal 
drunk driving crashes by up to 24 
percent, officials said. 

“Enforcement works,” said 
McClendon. “Just don’t drive 
drunk because if you do, they will 
find you and arrest you No excus¬ 
es. No exceptions.” 

The MADD mission is to stop 


drunk driving, support the victims 
of the violent crime and prevent 
underage drinking. For more

At the same time, they are quick to point out 
their own budget problems and, to solve them, sug¬ 
gest things like an increased income tax or an 
increased tax on gasoline, or both. 


We’d like to see a clear, consistent message com¬ 
ing from Lansing as well as the leadership to back 
it up. If they want districts to cut back on costs, they 
should do it as well—to a greater degree than the 
nickel and dime solutions they’ve 
proposed. 

If they want to truly invest in 
the future of the state, they 
should follow up on that promise, 
too, without banking on the tax¬ 
payers to make good on their lip 
service.

College Bookworm Club teaches children love of reading

These students attending 
Wayne County Community 
College District campus in 
Belleville might be a little young 
to be pursuing their undergradu¬

The program, called the 
Bookworm Club summer camp, is 
geared toward children ages 4-7 
and incorporates storytelling and 
book reading into a weeklong 
workshop.

Shavers has plenty of targets 
to throw to with 6-foot-3 Rollins, 
5-foot-ll Derek Coker and 6-foot- 
1 Josh Howard. 

“We’re feeling good,” Shavers 
said. “I shouldn’t have to scram¬ 
ble as much with the line coming 
back and I feel comfortable with 
the receivers. They are seniors 
and they know that it’s time to 
put it on. We’re going to have to 
play hard every week and take it 
one game at a time.” 

The weak spot right now for 
Inkster is at running back With 
the departure of Tim Hogue and 
Anre Goree—both are playing 
for Ferris State University this 
year—in the backfield it leaves 
little experience for Shavers to 
hand off to.

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Historic home is center of Village Faire activities

This Sunday, for the fifth year, 
. Canton Township residents will 
gather near the Historic Bartlett- 
Travis House on Ridge Road for 
the Village Faire, an event orga¬ 
nizers call a tribute to simpler 
times. 

The house and surrounding 
area are part of a long road 
toward preserving the rural his¬ 
tory of Canton, said Melissa 
McLaughlin, a township trustee. 


“There’s an old saying that you 
won’t know where you’re going 
unless you know where you’ve

come from,” she said. “I think 
that our agricultural heritage is 
one that is really not that far from 
modem day Back in the 60s and 
70s there was still a vast amount 
of this township that was under 
tillage. Something that was just 
30-40 years ago isn’t that far 
gone” 

It may not be far gone, but it 
sure went fast. Farmland in 
Canton quickly converted to 
retail centers and subdivisions 
after Interstate 275 was built in 
the 1970s. Wanting to preserve a 
historical zone, the township 
moved the Bartlett-Travis House 
to its new location in 1989. After 
completing restorations in 1992 
to another historic property, the 
Sheldon School, the township 
turned its focus to the home, 
which dates back to the 1840s. 

During the 1990s, renovations 
proceeded in bits and pieces, as 
the budget allowed. The house 
finally opened in 2002. 

This year, the house got a fresh 
coat of paint and even a new 
neighbor when business owner 
Bob Boyer helped fund the move 
of a Civil War era bam, which is 
now located behind the home. 

As for the house, additions 
over time by the Bartlett and 
Travis families resulted in a 
unique specimen that represents 
three distinct eras. 

The original Greek Revival 
house was expanded after the 
Civil War to add a second story 
and a small Italianate front 
porch. In the early 1900s, the 


Travis family made another addi¬ 
tion and built a wraparound 
porch, in the Colonial Revival 
slyle. 

At the Village Faire, the town¬ 
ship will offer docent-led tours of 
the house. Nearby on the 
grounds, Tillers International 
will conduct historical demon¬ 
strations of rope making, black- 
smithing and oxen driving. Other 
exhibits include old-fashioned 
baking, making bees wax can¬ 
dles, soap and spinning. 

Rounding out the day’s events 
will be a com roast sponsored by 
the Canton Lions club, live music 
and pony rides, as well as a pet¬ 
ting farm by Carousel Acres from 
noonA p.m. 

That’s not the last event to 
take place at the site. Boyer is 
sponsoring a “barn bash” on 
Sept 15. Proceeds from the party, 
which includes a pig/lamb roast 
music and entertainment, will 
help fund additional work need¬ 
ed to make the bam more usable 
as a recreational facility. 

There’s been preliminary dis¬ 
cussions regarding the balance of 
the property Canton owns there, 
a narrow strip of land from Ridge 
to Denton near the power line 
corridor. 

One thing is clean they aren’t 
out to simply create an outdoor 
museum. 

“We want to make a site an 
active part of our community 
leisure services,” said 
McLaughlin. 

The Village Faire will be open
